When trained, the Principal Agent will maintain Ms positiop on a full- 
time basis. He will be expected to assist in the recruiting, training and 
dispatch of agents pins continually aid in the appraisal of current operations. 

5. ABCAHHI3TA it then brought up the subject of AECAMHISTA 2 now 
that he had been relieved of his responsibility. AECAMHISTA 4 was told that 
AB3AMHHTA 2 would be retained as a consultant to assist with AKJJOR TEAM H.

ABCAMSISTA i* stated that he* 
assumed this to be true, in vies of the fact that news is not available to the 
Byelorussians in their native land. AECAMHISTa 4 inquired as to the health of 
C~ —3 and was informed that nothing had been mentioned. He suggested 

that perhaps we could send occasional news-type messages to the team. He was v 

told that we had in the past and would continue to do so if the item warranted 
such transmission. 

Finally from the KL'FIRE aide of the discussion, AECAMHISTA U 
was told that the matter of C — -3 were being considered.

6. The KBQCHH phase of the discussion centered about IDENTITY A and ' 
the study which will be undertaken bj C, _3 During the past few 

months, ABKAKKL3TA it, was told, the undersigned has been agitating for a 
merger of IBBSTITY A and IDENTITY B. To date, nothing had been received on the 
merger, AECAMHISTA 2 had been against it and now AECAKHC 3 TA it was being asked 
for his opinion. 

OeneraUy, AECAMHISTA it took the some stand as did AECAMHISTA 2. He 
stated that he did not believe that IDSJTITY B would add anything to IDENTITY 
A, however, he did state that in his opinion EjaiTITY A was too intellectual 
and did not have enough appeal to the general public. Upon his return to 
Europe he will undertake a reorganisation of the publication. When informed that 
IDSJTrrr B was no longer being published, AECAMHISTA U stated that perhaps 
rDQTTlTI B type articles could be placed in IDQITITI A, but only as a short feature. 
He added that IDStTITY A, published 8 years was now enjoying a wide reputation 
as a representative voice of A3CAMBISTA 1. He felt that too much humor would 
destroy that illusion and that it would lose its value. 
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The undersigned mentioned that in his opinion maJTITT i was not 
demiting enough coverage to anti-Soviet articles, hut was delving too deeply 
into internal Byelorussian politics. AECAMHSTA h noted that the new 
change in editorial policy Mill e Hud nets that condition and requested some 
ideas for sources. . He wa a told that we had undertaken a service which 
supplies IDENTITY A with monitored Soviet news broadcasts and clippings . 
from various PBPHM5 publications. Ha stated that he was unaware of tills 
and thought that it weald provide material for the type of articles the 
undersigned had suggested. He was further informed that we had received 
'the a pprov a l of the field Case Officer concerning the material.

7. W.th the transfer of KBFIHB activities, ABCAXHSTA It was asked =' " 

whether it would be advisable to transfer our support from IDENTITY A to 
namn C. . In this connection- it was noted that, since Europe was slowly 
depleting as a Byelorussian emigre center. It might be better to support 
IDENTITY c which is now in the midst of a growing emigration. AECAHHISTA it 
replied in the negative, stating that IDBOTTI A was still the voice of . • 
ABCAMHiatA 1 wherever it may be, while I DBM TI IT C bad assumed a PBPHTMS 
character and would be open to criticism. This explanation was accepted by 
the Case Officer and the request for a reorganization of IDENTITY A to incorporate 
>■ a lighter format with anti-Soviet articles was repeated. 

It seemed very strange to the Case Officer that AECAHHISTA it never 
questioned why we had stopped the publication of IDENTITY B. * ” 
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8. The problem of recruiting In the Western Hemisphere and the 
availability of eligible agent candidates was discussed next. When making 

hie suggestions, AECAHHI3TA. I* was told that he should bear in mind that the sane 
conditions do not exist in the Western Head. sphere as did in Europe. Most of 
the young people had applied for citizenship, were indoctrinated to the . 
standards of living and were generally grouped in the sane area. The 
problem of finding candidates was, therefore, doubly difficult. AHCAMHfSTA 
U repeated his statements that young Byelorussians who had served In the 
PBPKLKB army were available and that Canada held pnmdee but he was not 
specific. Whan asked about Latin America, ABCiHHLS lA It stated that he 
bad never been there so be could not make definite statements, but be 
believed there would be some candidates. Re cautioned, however, 
that the Soviet Union hasdbeen concentrating an this area and many of 
the young people there are agents of the HIS and provacoteurs. Generally, he

could, not give definite Bombers on the people available. 

He was asked about recent defectors that were still in Europe and 
the possibility of using them as agent candidates. AECAHBISTi U was , . 
emphatic when be stated that he or hie organization did not contemplate 
any individual as a agent candidate unless they have known him from childhood. 

9, The final topic under consideration was the study to be undertaken 

by . C_ — 3 The undersigned told AE8AMBISTA U that nothing definite 

had been heard, but wo could assume that everything was well and that we 
would receive permission to utilize CL — LJ AECAHBISTA I* auprised the
